MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 21.—The 
Naomi, a good sized passenger steam­ 
er in the regular service between this 
city and Grand Rapids, Mich., was 
burned in mid lake early this morn­ 
ing. 
Reports as to the damage done are 
conflicting. 
Early advices were to 
the effect that four deck hands were 
burned to death, and that many pas­ 
sengers were seriously injured.

later dispatch was to the effect that 
all the passengers and crew were ac­ 
counted for.

A special from Grand Rapids at 
noon says that J. M. Rhodes of De­ 
troit, a victim of the Naomi fire, who 
was taken to a hospital in that city 
died today, and that this makes the 
death total four, Arthur Jones, a De­ 
troit lawyer, says he saw four men, 
probably deck hands, perish. 
Many of the fifty passengers re­ 
ceived burns, but the greater num­ 
ber of minor injuries were due to th® 
panic that ensued when the alarm of 
fire was given. There were the usual 
scenes that accompany the crowding 
of terror 
stricken 
passengers and 
many people w’ere burt.

The passengers were taken off tho 
Naomi by the steamer Kerr and Kan- 
sa.

OLD SOLDIERS DYING 


No Veterans’ Home Will Be 
Needed in Ten Years 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 
21.— 
(Special)— At the rate with which 
veterans at the Waupaca home for 
soldiers are dying, according to Dr. 
B. Bantley, surgeon at the home, who 
has been in this city, there will be 
no more veterans for the state to pro­ 
vide for there in about ten years. 
Fifty died last year and fifty-two the 
year before. The average age of the 
veterans is 73.
